Direct’ charge that the first war- 
rant was.4 fraud was made by Greer. 
He pointed out that the warrant pur- 
ports to have beén sworn to by Fred 
Dismuke, federal prohibition director, 
and that at the time the warrant pur- 
ports to have been sworn to, Di- 
rector Dismuke was in Washington. 

Persecution Charged. | 

Greer accused Jones of using the 
machinery of the government for the 
purpose of ‘discrediting “one who dif- 
fers with him in politics” and largely 
because he has brought to the atten- 
tion of the department of justice “the 
etupendous frauds being perpétrated 
on the officeholders of Georgia by 
the Political boss to whom Jones owen 
bis position.” . 

Greer was taken into custody at 
the federal building Monday while at 
the office of Georgé E. Golding, an 
intelligence agent. He was mitted 
to sign his own bond of - and 
was released.
